S.R.O. 175. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 34 of the Reserve 
and Auxiliary Air Forces Act, 1952 ( LXI1 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules:— 

RESERVE AND AUXILIARY AIR FORCES ACT RULES 
Chapter I — Preliminary 

Short title and extent. — ( 1 ) These Rules may be called the Reserve and Auxiliary 
Air Forces Act Rules, 1953. 

2. Definitions. — In these Rules unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) “Act” means the Reserve and Auxiliary Air Forces Act, 1952; 

(b) "form” means a form set out In Schedule I; 

(c) "State Government” in relation to a Part C State means the Lieutenant 

Governor or as the case may be the Chief Commissioner of that State; 

(d) ‘member’ means an officer or airman of the Regular Air Force Reserve, 

the Air Defence Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, as the case may 
be; 

(e) ‘rank’ unless otherwise expressly provided, means substantive rank. 

Chapter II — Regular Air Force Reserve 

3. Transfer from Air Defence Reserve and Auxiliary Air Force to Regular Air- 
Force Reserve. — A member of the Air Defence Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force 
may, by special order of the competent authority in Form I be appointed to the 
Regular Air Force Reserve, subject to the following conditions namely: — 

(a) that he has completed the period of training; 

(b) that he has passed the medical and selection tests provided that the 

competent authority tnhy in any special case, for reasons to be 
recorded In writing, waive or relax any of the aforesaid conditions. 

4. Cessation of Service. — Every member of the Regular Air Force Reserve shall 
cease to be a member of that Reserve on completion of the period of his service- 
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as laid down in section 7 of the Act or on attaining the age specified below, which-

5. Transfer Between 

Classes.- 

—Officers and Airmen transferred or 

appointed to 


the Regular Air Force Reserve under sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 5 of the 
Act may be retransferred from one class to another mentioned in section 6 of the 
Act, according to their physical fitness, professional aptitude and suitability. 

6. Rank of airmen on Transfer to the Reserve. — An airman transferred to the 
Regular Air Force Reserve under sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Act shall retain 
the same rank or classification as was held by him in the Air Force immediately 
before such transfer. 

Chapter III — Air Defence Reserve 

7. Ineligibility.— The following persons shall not be eligible for appointment 
to the Air Defence Reserve: — 

(a) Persons in receipt of a pension in respect of a disability arising from 

service in the Regular Air Force unless for reasons to be recorded in 
writing the competent authority decides that notwithstanding such 
disability the person concerned is fit for such appointment; 

(b) members of the Armed Forces whose services have been terminated for 

misconduct, 

(c) persons who have been convicted of an oflence invoicing moral turpitude; 

(d) persons who have been dismissed from the service of the Central or a 

State Government for misconduct involving moral turpitude. 

8. Form of Application.— Every person possessing the qualifications mentioned 
in section 11 of the Act shall furnish to the competent authority through hia 
employer, if any, the particulars of such qualifications in Form IX within such time 
as may be specified in a notification issued by the Central Government in the Official 
Gazette in this behalf. 

9. Verification of particulars.— Where any person has furnished particulars of 
his qualification under rule 8, the competent authority or such other person as may 
be authorised by him in this behalf, shall verify the correctness of those particulars. 
The said auth irit.y or the person authorised by him may make such further enquiries 
■as may be necessary regarding the suitability of the applicant for service in the 
Air Defence Reserve. 

10. Selection Tests. — Where the particulars furnished under rule 8 in respect 
of any person have been found to be correct and he is otherwise deemed to be 
suitable for appointment in the Air Defence Reserve, the competent authority may 
require such person to undergo such medical and other tests (including flying tests 
at the risk of such- person) as the competent authority may deem lit. 

11. Transfer between Classes. — Officers and airmen appointed to the Air Defence 
'Reserve may be transferred from one "lass to another mentioned in Section 10 
of the Act according to their physical fitness, professional aptitude and suitability. 

12 Rank of Officers. — A person selected as an officer in the Air Defence Reserve 
shall be appointed in the rank of a Pilot. Officer: 

Provided that— 

(a) a person who in the opinion of the competent authority, possesses special 
qualifications and experience, which -would entitle him to the grant of 
a higher rank, may be granted such higher rank; 
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(b) a person who was an officer In the Armed Forces may be appointed to 
the same substantive rank which he held during his service in tht 
Armed Forces, unless a higher rank is granted to him under clause («)'. 


13. Attestation. — Every person shall be attested by his Commanding Officer at 
of attachment. Attestation shall be on oath or Affirmation specified iQ 


, 14. Rank of Airmen.— A person selected as an airman In the Air Defence Reserve 
■stall be entered a s Aircraftsman, 2nd Class, unless by virtue of his merit, qualifica- 
tions and experience he is considered suitable by the competent authority for tbn 
*rant of a higher rank, 


Chapter IV — Auxiliary Air Force 

15 Composition. — The Central Government may by notification hi the Official 
Gazette notify the location, area and other particulars of any Squadron or Unit 
of the Auxiliary Air Force. 

16. Formation of Squadrons and Units of Auxiliary Air Force. — A Squadron or 

Unit of the Auxiliary Air Force may be formed cither alone or jointly with any 
-other part of the Regular Air Force. 

17. Permanent Staff. — The permanent staff for the squadrons and units of the 
Auxiliary Air Force may be appointed from among members of the Regular Air 
Force and the Regular Air Force Reserve. 

18. Ineligibility. — The following persons shall not be eligible for appointment or 
enrolment in the AuxTiary Air Force namely: — 

(a) ( 1 ) Persons in receipt of a pension In respect of a disability arising from 

service in the Regular Air Force unless lor reasons to be recorded in 
writing the competent authority decides that notwithstanding such 
disability the person concerned is fit for such appointment; 

(ii) members of the Armed Forces whose services have been terminated 
for misconduct; 

(b) Persons who have been convicted 01 an offence involving moral turpitude; 

(c) Persons who have been dismissed from the service of the Central or a 

State Government tor misconduct Involving moral turpitude. 

19. Age Limits. — A person shall not be qualified to be a member of the Auxiliary 
Air Force unless he satisfies the following age limits: —

20 Application for Commission. — A person desirous of being appointed to a 
commission shall apply in Form ill to any of the officers mentioned in rule 23, 

21. Selection and Medical Boards. — Candidates tor appointment to the Auxiliary 
Air Force in the commissioned ranks shall not be appointed unless found physically 
tit for the apnropriato class applied tor. They may be required to appear before 
-any Selection nr Medical Board and to undergo at their own risk such tests as may 
be laid down from time to time. 

22 Rank of Officers. — A person selected as an Officer in the Auxiliary Air Force 
shall be appointed in the rank of a Pilot Officer, 

Provided that — 

(a) a person who in the opinion of the competent authority, possesses special 
Qualifications End experience, which would entitle him to the grant ol 
a higher rank, may be granted such higher rank; 
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(b) a person who was an officer in the Armed Forees may be appointed to 
the same substantive rank which he held during his service in the- 
Armed Forces, unless a higher rank Is granted to him under clause (a). 

23. Application for Enrolment, — A person desirous of being enrolled in the- 
Auxiliary Air Force shall apply in Form IV to the Officer Commanding, Squadron 
or Unit, In which he desires to serve, or to an Officer who is a Recruiting Officer 
for the purpose of enrolment of persons under the Air Force Act, 1950, or to sucl> 
other officer as may be appointed by the Central Government in this behalf. 

24. 'Verification of Particulars. — All applications shall be duly scrutinised by the- 
officer referred to in rule 2.3 and he may make such further enquiries as he finds- 
necessary regarding the suitability of the applicant for service in the Auxiliary Air 
Force as officer or airman 


25. Medical and other Tests. — (a) When the officer referred to in rule 23 la 
satisfied that the application is in order and that the applicant fulfils all the 
conditions of service In the Auxiliary Air Force and is suitable for enrolment in the 
Squadron or Unit in which he desires to be enrolled and that a vacancy exists in 
that Squadron or Unit, he shall notify the applicant requiring him to present him- 
self for medical and other tests at a time and place to be specified in the notice. 
The applicant shall normally be directed to report himself at a place nearest to his- 
place of residence or business. 

(b) A candidate for enrolment in the Auxiliary Air Force shall be physically fit 
for the appropriate class for which he applied. 


26. Rejection. — If the officer referred to in rule 23 Is satisfied after verification 
that the application Is not in order or that the applicant is medically unfit or that 
he is not otherwise suitable for the Auxiliary Air Force, he shall reject the applica- 
tion and inform the applicant accordingly. 


27. Enrolment. — (a) If the application is accepted for enrolment the applicant 
shall sign a declaration in Part II of Form IV. 

(b) If the officer referred to in rule 23 is satisfied that the applicant understands, 
the questions put to him and that be consents to the conditions of service he shall! 
sign a certificate to that effect in Part III of Form IV and the applicant shall there- 
upon be deemed to have been enrolled Irom the date so specified. 

28 Mustering to a Group/Trade in a Squadron or Unit.— Every enrolled person 
shall without undue delay be mustered to a Trade in a Squadron or Unit of the 
Auxiliary Air Force and on receipt of an order so appointing him, he shall report 
himself for the purpose of -joining siwh a Squadron or Unit at such time and place- 
as may be specified in the order. 

29 Attestation. — Every person enrolled shall be attested by his Commanding 
Officer. Attestation shall be on oath or affirmation specified in Form V. 

30 Rank of Airmen.— A person selected as an airman in the Auxiliary Air Force 
shall be entered ns Aircraftsman, 2nd Class, unless by virtuo of his merit, qualiflca- 
tious and experience he is considered suitable by the competent authority tor the 
grant of a higher rank. 

31 Termination of Service.— The service of any member of the Auxiliary Air 
Force may at any time before the completion of his period of service be terminated 
by the Central Government, provided that, in the case of an airman such 

may also be terminated by such authority as the Central Government may fron> 
time to time specify. 

39 Transfer Between Classes.— Officers and airmen appointed to the Auxiliary 
Air" Force may be transferred from one class to another mentioned in Section 
of the Act according to their physical fitness, professional aptitude and suitability. 

33 Retirement. — A member of the Auxiliary Air Force shall cease to servff 
therein after he attains such age as the Central Government may from time to time 
specify. 

34. Postings and Attachment— Subject to the provisions of Section 25 of the Act- 

fa) no member of the Auxiliary Air Force may be posted or attached without 
his consent to any Squadron or Unit other than that to which he waa 
posted on appointment or enrolment; 

(b) no member of the Auxiliary Air Force may be posted or attached without 
his consent to a Squadron or Unit of the Regular Air Fo ce. 
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Piovidcd that when any such member belonging to a Squadron or Unit ceases 
to reside in the area wheic such Squadron or Unit is located, he may be posted by 
.the competent authority or such other authority as the competent authority may 
appoint in this behalf to a Squadron or Unit located in the area in which such 
member for the time being resides. 

35. A member of the Auxiliary Air Force who desires to be posted to another 
Squadron or Unit may submit his application to that effect in writing to his 
-Commanding Officer a'nd he shall state in such application the reasons for desiring 
tlie posting to the Squadron or Unit to which he desires to be posted or attached, 
Ihe Commanding Officer snail forward the application to the competent authority 
dor such action as it may think fit. 


Chapter V — Miscellaneous 


36. Precedence. — Mcmbeis of any Air Force Reserve and tho Auxiliary Air 
Force will take piccedeme among themselves according to the dates of appointment 
in their respective ranks m any Air Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, aa 
the case may be: 

Provided that in determining the precedence inter se of any such members, who 
before their appointment were officers in the Air Force, their seniority in the rele- 
vant rank in the Air Force shall be taken into consideration, 


37 . Resignation of Officers. — (a) An officer may at any time be called upon to 
resign his commission in any An Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force if in tho 
opinion oi the Central Government he is guilty of any misconduct or is otherwise 
unsuitable for retention m seivice. If such officer falls to submit a formal applica- 
t 10 n to resign his commission, lus commission will be terminated compulsorily. 

(bl Any officer may apply for permission to resign his commission. Such 
application shall be supported by a full statement of the circumstances relevant to 
the case. 

18 Discharge o! Airmen. — (a) Any ahman may by order of the competent 
authority be riiscliaiged at any time on any of the following grounds:

45. Inventions. — Members of any Air Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force- 
who invent any new pattern of Army, Navy or Air Force Equipment or any modifica- 
tion thereof shall before applying for patents in respect thereof shall report such 
invention or modification to the competent authority or such other authority as. 
may be specified by hnn from time to time. 

46. Visits abroad. — A member of any Air Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air 
Force proceeding to a foreign country shall travel as a private individual. He shall 
notify to the competent authority at least four weeks before he leaves India, hia, 
intended dale of departure, period of absence and his address abroad. 

47. Disclosure of official information. — A member of any Air Force Reserve or 
the Auxiliary Air Force shall not publish in any form or communicate either 
directly or indirectly to the Press any service information or his views on any 
subject or publish any book or articles whether purporting to be fact or fiction- 
which, in any way, deals with any subject connected with the Armed Forces without 
the previous permission, m writing, from the competent authority. 

Explanation. — Any statement made by any such member to any relative or friend 
which may subsequently be published in any newspaper or otherwise which contains 
any communication of the nature referred to above shall for the purpose of thia- 
rule be deemed to have been made by the member himself. 

48. Association with subversive organisations. — A member of any Air Force- 
Beesrve or the Auxiliary Air Force shall not take part in, or associate himself in 
any manner with, any subversive organisation. 

41). Political activities. — When cal fed up for service under Section 25 of the Act 
a member of any Air Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force shall not. — 

(a) take any active part in the affairs of any political organisation or party, 

either by acting for or as a member of the candidate’s election com- 
mittee. or by speaking in public, or publisning or distributing literature* 
m furiherance of the political purposes of such organisation or party, 
or in any other manner; 

(b) i--suc an address to any electorate or in any other manner publicly 

announce himself or allow himself to be announced as a candidate or 
a prospective candidate for election from any constituency to Parlia- 
ment or other legislature in India. 

50. Witness in private law suits. — A member of any Air Force Reserve or the 
Auxiliary Air Force when served with a notice to give evidence in any private law 
mat shall, If matters connected with Service duties are involved, at once inform the 
competent authority of having received such notice. The competent authority shall 
immediate’y issue instructions to the members concerned whether any privilege 
ehould be claimed in respect of such evidence under Sections 123 and 124 pf the 
Indian Evidence Act, 1872, and the member shall act in accordance with such> 
Instructions, 

51. Training. — (a) Every member of the Auxiliary Air Force shall undergo sucb 
preliminary Raining as may be laid down by the competent authority from time to 
time and such training shall normally be carried out In the Squadron or Unit ox 
the Regular or Auxiliary Air Force which is located in the area in which a member 
resides. 

(b) Every member of any Air Force Reserve (and in the case of members of 
Auxiliary Air Force after completion of preliminary training) shall undergo train- 
ing for a period of four weeks every year at such times and at such places In or out 
of India as may be directed by the competent authority or such other authority as 
may be specified by him Such members arc liable to carry out the following 
minimum training each year: — 

Officers (Aircrew)— 20 hours flying and 80 hours of ground training. 

Officers (Ground Branches)- — 80 hours ground training. 

Airmen (Aircrew) — 20 hours flying and 80 hours of ground training. 

Airmen (Ground Trades)— 80 hours of ground Instructions. 
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Provided, however, that the competent authority may exempt any such member 
wholly or partly from such training or may extend the period of such training. 

52. Call-up. — (1) Call-up order shall be signed by the competent authority or 
such other authority as may be speeitied by him. 

(2) The call-up order shall be served on members of any Air Force Reserve or 
the Auxiliary Air Force in the following manner: — 

(a) by effecting personal service; 

or 

(b) by Issue of the order through registered post; 

or 

(c) by service on any adult male member of the family; 

or 

(d) if the order cannot be served in any of above modes, affixing a copy of 

the order at his last known place of residence. 

53. Wrongful disposal of service properly.— Any member of the Air Force Reserve- 
or the Auxiliary Air Force making away with, selling, pawning, wrongfully or 
negligently destroying, damaging or losing anything issued to him as a member of 
such Reserve or Auxiliary Air Force, or wilmliy lelusmg, or neglecting to deliver 
It on demand anything issued to him as a member of such Reserve or Auxiliary 
Force shall be liable to make good the value thereof. 

54. Penalty. — A member of any Air Force Reserve or the Auxiliary Air Force, 
failing to comply with the provisions of any of these rules, without reasonable 
excuse, shall be liable to be punished ^vith line which may extend to Rupees Fifty.

Cantonment of Chakra la made by the Cantonment Board, Chakrata, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause (12) of section 282 and section 283 of the Canton- 
ments Act. 1924 (XI of ]524,i, are hereby published for general information the 
same having been previouslj published and having been approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government as required by sub-section <l) of section 284 of the- 
said Act, namely: — 


Bye-Laws 

1. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, the body of any person, or being, 
the owner or person in-charge of the burial ground shall permit a body to be buried 
In a burial ground otherwise than In accordance with the following conditions: — 

(i) The body shall be interred within eight hours after its arrival at the burial, 
ground. 

(H) The body shall not be buried in any grave in which another body has- 

been already interred. 

(lii) The grave shall not be less than 6 feet deep, and shall not be less than 
2 feet distant from the nearest grave. 

2. No one shall burn the dead body of any person, or cause a dead body to be- 
burned, or, being the owner or person In-charge of the burning ghat, permit a dead 
body to be burned, otherwise than In accordance with the following conditions: — 

(I) The body shall be burned within 8 hours after its arrival at the burning' 

ghat. 

(II) No part of the body shall remain unconsumed. 

(III) No part of the body shall be removed from the ghat until It is completely 

reduced to ashes. 

3. No person shall remove woocl or coal that has been employed in the pyre fron» 
the burning ground. The owner or person incharge of the dead body and owner or- 
person in-charge of the ground must see that all such wood or coal is reduced tc* 

ashes. 

4 . Any contravention of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be punishable* 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees.

Bye-Laws for regulating the Registration and classification of contrators in the 

Allahabad Cantonment. 

1. No person shall be enlisted as an approved contractor in the Allahabad Canton- 
ment unless (1; the Executive Officer has with the consent of the Cantonment Board 
issued to him a licence In a form approved by the Board and (ii) such person has 
deposited tho licence fee and security as specified in bye-laws 9 and 10, respectively. 

2. A person desiring 10 be registered as an approved contractor may apply to 
the Executive Officer in the prescribed form approved by the Cantonment Board. 

3. A person whose application is rejected by the Cantonment Board otherwise 
than for non-supply of particulars in the application form can again apply for enlist- 
ment as an approved contractor after the expiry of one year. 

4. A person who is black-listed by any Department of the Government or any 
Cantonment Board shall not be enlisted as an approved contractor. 

5. No person shall be allowed to tender for any public work to be executed 
by the Cantonment Board or for any conservancy contract for the supply of drivers 
and animals unless he holds a licence os mentioned in bye-law 1 and hii name is 
registered In the list of approved contractors. 

The Cantonment Board and the Cantonment Executive Officer may purchase 
items of general stores from persons other than approved contractors. 

0. There shall be the following class of approved contractors, 

(A) Contractors for Public Works, buildings roads, drains etc., both original 

and repairs.i 

(B) Contractors for supply of General Stores and other Miscellaneous Works. 

(C) Contractors for the supply of drivers and animals for conservancy work. 

Contractors in respect of General Stores will inform the Cantonment Executive 

Officer items for which they wish to quote or tender and quotations and tenders will 
be sent to them only for those items. 

7. If 1 a contractor does not quote or tender for any Item which is available In 
the market for three times his name may be removed from the register of approved 
contractors. 

8. Separate registration will be made in respect of each class of contractors. 

9. A licence fee of Rs. 10 per annum shall be payable in advance for (A) and (C) 
class of contractors and Rs. 5 for (B) class of contractors. 

10. Persons who are registered as approved contractors will have to deposit a 
fixed security pledged to the Cantonment Executive Officer as follows: — 

Class (A) — Rs. 300. 

Class (B) — Rs. 100. 

Class (C)— Rs. 300. 

11. A person who Is registered as an approved contractor and has deposited a 
fixed security will not be required to deposit any earnest money with any quotation 
or tender but the security In respect of that particular contract shall have to be 
deposited separately. 

12. The Cantonment Board shall have the right to charge the cost of tender 
form tn addition to the licence fee,
